For instance, 
sudan grass or cow* peas, previous­ 
ly prohibited on these acres, mav 
now be planted on rented acres 
and used as roughness or grazed. 
Special attention is called to all 
cotton contract signers that the 
above rule 
does 
not 
apply to 
them in their rottton conracted 
acres. Rened cotton acres cannot 
he used except where the far- ! 
mer does not grow enough feed 
stuff nor forage crop, grain crop 
for 
the 
actual uses 
at 
home. 
This means, that if a farm er 
has enough land to produce all 
the necessary 
food 
stuff, 
feed 
stuff, forage 
crop, 
temporary 
pasture crop for the actual home 
table consumption o dairy, meat, 
noultrv products and feed crop 
for 
the 
necessarv 
livestock 
to 
produce a cron, he is not to use 
the contracted acres execept to 
grow a crop upon it for the pre­ 
vention of blowing, washing or 
as a soil building cron. The Gov­ 
ernment 
is 
going 
to 
be 
verv 
strick 
in demanding that their 
contracted 
acres shall 
he 
used 
strictly according to the contract.
